Thanks  to  the  Governor  and  the  State  Legislature,  we  are  pleased  to  report 
that  we  have  now  had  five  consecutive  increases  in  our  state  appropriation. 
In  the  last  year,  we  have  also  completed  a  three-year  agency  plan,  reorga- 
nized our  staff,  streamlined  several  programs  and  moved  to  a  new  space 
at  120  Boylston  Street  in  Boston.

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Vmericans  deeply  value  the  role  of  culture  in  their  lives  and  support  public  funding  for  it. 


A  better  than  3-to-1  majority  of  the  American  people  are  convinced  that 
there  should  be  federal,  state  and  local  councils  for  the  arts  to  support 
new  programs  and  to  fund  worthy  cultural  organizations.* 

•  86%  of  all  Americans  have  attended  at  least  one  arts  event  in 
the  last  year.* 

•  4  out  of  5  Americans  enjoy  participating  in  some  creative  art 
form  for  relaxation  and  pleasure.  Photography,  writing  poetry 
or  stories,  playing  instruments  and  making  pottery  are  among 
the  favorite  leisure  activities  of  adults  in  this  country.* 

•  More  people  attended  arts  events  last  year  than  sports  events 
which  charge  admission — a  fact  that  has  not  changed  in  more 
than  two  decades.* 

A  recent  focus  group  study  in  Massachusetts  found  citizens  of  the  Common- 
wealth deeply  committed  to  the  arts  and  culture  for  themselves  and  their 
children.  Massachusetts  is  viewed  as  a  state  with  a  high  level  of  arts  and 
cultural  activities,  which  contributes  to  making  it  an  attractive  place  to  live 
and  work.  Respondents  in  the  study  strongly  believed  that  the  Common- 
wealth should  fund  public  cultural  programs,  particularly  for  youth 
and  families.

Arts,  humanities  and  science  programs  are  essential  for  children  to  realize 
their  full  potential.  The  vast  majority  of  Americans  believe  that  arts  educa- 
tion is  as  important  as  reading,  math,  writing,  history  or  geography  * 
Science  literacy  is  a  major  factor  for  the  U.S.  to  be  competitive  in  a  global 
economy.  Children  who  can  think  creatively  and  analytically  are  the  key  to 
Massachusetts'  future. 

The  arts  and  sciences  prepare  students  for  jobs. 


According  to  a  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  report,  the  arts  develop  skills  that 
youth  need  for  employment:  the  abilities  to  think  creatively,  solve  problems 
and  exercise  responsibility.  They  also  build  social  skills  and  self-esteem.**

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Science  literacy  helps  students  develop  the  understandings  and  habits  of 
mind  that  they  need  in  order  to  think  for  themselves  and  to  process  facts  in 
an  objective  manner.  It  equips  them  to  comprehend  the  world  in  which  they 
live,  to  understand  their  own  bodies  and  other  living  things  and  to  partici- 
pate with  fellow  citizens  in  building  and  protecting  the  global  community. 

Reading,  writing  and  math  skills  can  be  improved  through  the  arts. 


Students  of  the  arts  outperform  their  non-arts  peers  on  the  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Tests,  according  to  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  1995. 

Elementary  students  in  New  York  City  improved  their  reading  scores  by 
participating  in  "Learning  to  Read  Through  the  Arts,"  a  program  now 
being  adopted  by  school  districts  across  the  country.** 


High-risk  students  achieve  better  academic  performance  through  the  arts. 

In  Boston,  Cambridge  and  Los  Angeles,  students  enrolled  in  "Different 
Ways  of  Knowing,"  a  program  that  used  the  arts  to  teach  basic  skills, 
gained  8  percentage  points  in  standardized  language  tests  after  one  year 
and  16  points  after  two  years  in  the  program.**

economic  impact 


A  thriving  cultural  climate  is  attractive  to  business  and  tourists.  Corporations 
seek  factors  such  as  cultural  amenities  in  their  location  decisions.  Visitors 
want  cultural  attractions  when  choosing  a  destination.  People  spending 
money  on  cultural  events  spend  money  on  meals,  gas,  parking  and  other 
taxable  items— which  means  increased  state  and  federal  revenues. 


United  States 

•  A  recent  study  by  the  National  Assembly  of  Local  Arts  Agencies  found 
that  not-for-profit  arts  organizations  generate  $36.8  billion  a  year  in 
economic  activity. 

•  The  not-for-profit  cultural  industry  employs  1 .3  million  people  and  pays 
$25.2  billion  in  wages  per  year. 

Taken  together,  the  not-for-profit  cultural  industry,  commercial  theater 
and  other  cultural  attractions  make  up  6%  of  our  country's  gross 
domestic  product.  In  a  $6  trillion  economy,  that's  $360  billion  a  year.

New  Leadership  After  four  years  of  exemplary  leadership,  Board  Chair- 
man Josiah  Spaulding  and  Executive  Director  Rose  Austin  stepped  down  in 
1996.  In  February,  Governor  Weld  appointed  a  new  Chairman,  Peter  Nessen, 
and  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  board  named  a  new  Executive 
Director,  Mary  Kelley — a  leadership  team  with  a  distinguished  record  of 
service  in  the  public  and  private  sectors. 

Budget  Increase  For  the  fourth  successive  year,  Governor  Weld  and 
the  State  Legislature  demonstrated  their  support  for  the  state's  not-for- 
profit  cultural  industry  through  an  increase  in  the  Massachusetts  Cultural 
Council's  state  appropriation  from  $12.0  million  to  $14.1  million. 

Three-Year  Plan  In  1996,  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  released 
a  new  three-year  long-range  plan.  The  plan  was  developed  during  a  year- 
long, broad-based  public  process. 

Priorities  for  1996-1998  include  cultural  and  educational  activities;  programs 
for  youth  and  underserved  communities;  and  initiatives  to  promote  the 
role  of  culture  in  economic  development.  Throughout  the  plan  are  strategies 
to  reduce  bureaucracy,  develop  partnerships  and  provide  better  services  to 
cultural  organizations,  artists,  schools  and  communities — all  with  the  goal 
of  strengthening  the  state's  cultural  infrastructure. 
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Several  important  new  programs  and  services  were  launched  in  1996: 

Organizational  Support  A  streamlined  grant  program  for  not-for- 
profit  cultural  organizations  that  integrates  four  previous  programs, 
greatly  simplifying  the  application  process. 

Education  Partnership  Initiative  An  ambitious  new  program 
to  establish  long-term  collaborations  among  cultural  organizations, 
school  districts  and  other  community  partners,  in  order  to  promote  the 
full  integration  of  the  arts,  sciences  and  humanities  into  our  schools. 

Massachusetts  Cultural  Facilities  Project  A  partnership  with 
the  New  England  Foundation  for  the  Arts  and  the  Cultural  Facilities 
Fund  that  provides  a  thoughtful,  strategic  approach  and  financial 
support  for  the  planning  and  development  of  cultural  facilities.

The  Year  Ahead... 

1997  will  bring  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  into  the  second  year 
of  its  three-year  plan.  Priorities  for  the  year  include  the  following  new  or 
expanded  programs: 

Cultural  Economic  Development  Culture  has  an  enormous  impact  on 

the  state's  economy  in  terms  of  tourism,  community  development  and  con- 
sumer spending.  This  new  program  will  provide  grants  to  cultural  partnerships 
that  demonstrate  the  potential  for  significant  economic  return  to  the  state. 

YouthReach  The  power  of  the  arts  can  transform  young  people's  lives. 
This  program  provides  arts  activities  for  youth  in  underserved  communities. 
Launched  two  years  ago,  YouthReach  will  almost  double  its  impact  in 
1997,  from  15  to  28  communities. 

Science  in  the  Community  Science  activities  help  children  develop  cre- 
ative and  analytical  thinking  skills  and  improve  academic  performance.  This 
program  will  provide  science  education  activities  for  at-risk  youth  through 
partnerships  between  science  museums  and  community  organizations. 

LCC  Matching  Incentive  Grassroots  support  is  key  for  community 
cultural  programs  to  flourish.  This  program  will  provide  increased  support 
for  local  cultural  councils  which  raise  funds  from  their  municipalities  or 

private  funders  in  their  communities. 

Managerial  Assistance  Good  management  practices  mean  healthy 
organizations.  This  program  will  provide  practical,  hands-on  assistance 
to  cultural  organizations  in  financial  management,  marketing  and  other 
aspects  of  organizational  development.

Culture  Is  one  of  the  keys  to  building  healthy  communities.  In  the  coming 
years,  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  will  focus  more  and  more  on  the 
development  of  partnerships — with  other  state  agencies,  private  funders 
and  the  business  community — to  raise  new  dollars  for  cultural  activities  and 
to  foster  the  links  between  the  arts  and  other  community  concerns. 

The  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  will  further  develop  its  role  as  a  con- 
vener, broker  and  provider  of  services  to  organizations  and  artists.  The 
agency  will  seek  new  models  of  support  through  pooled  action.  In  addition, 
new  technologies  will  be  utilized  to  facilitate  the  delivery  of  services. 


With  the  help  of  the 
Massachusetts  Cultural  Council, 
Pro  Arte  Chamber  Orchestra 
provides  cultural  access  to 
over  2,000  patrons  of  limited 
economic  and/or  physical  means.

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  invested  in  the  cultural  life 


of  the  state  for  thirty  years.  The  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council's  funds 


are  appropriated  annually  by  the  Governor  and  the  State  Legislature — 


$14.1  million  in  fiscal  year  1996.  The  agency  also  receives  support  from 


the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts— $6 1  7,000  in  1  996.  Grants  and 


services  are  available  to  not-for-profit  cultural  organizations,  schools, 


artists  and  communities  for  cultural  activities  that  enrich  the  lives  of 


people  across  the  Commonwealth. 


Grant  recipients  are  expected  to  demonstrate  both  excellence  and  public 


benefit  in  their  programs.  Outreach  to  the  community  and  to  underserved 


groups — such  as  low-income  families,  people  with  disabilities,  rural,  bilingual 


and  minority  populations — are  also  important  criteria  for  funding. 


Programs  and  services  are  provided  through  four  departments:  Communities, 


Organizations,  Education  and  Artists.  A  complete  list  of  1996  grants  is 


included  in  the  accompanying  booklet  as  part  of  this  report.

Each  year,  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  distributes  funds  to  every 
Massachusetts  city  and  town  through  a  grassroots  network  of  336  local 
cultural  councils  (LCCs).  In  1996,  $3.73  million  was  distributed  to  LCCs 
through  a  formula  based  on  population  and  property  values,  which  gives 
priority  to  less  wealthy  communities.  In  turn,  LCCs  used  these  funds  to 
support  more  than  6,500  different  cultural  projects  in  their  communities — 
including  1 ,532  "PASS"  grants  for  field  trips  by  schoolchildren.  Just  four 
of  the  grants  made  by  LCCs  in  1996  are  listed  below. 

Somerville  Arts  Council  Somerville  Garden  Awards 

The  Somerville  Garden  Awards  have  become  a  major  annual  event  in  Somer- 
ville. The  awards  engage  the  broadest  possible  cross  section  of  the  community 
by  recognizing  the  unique  contributions  that  individuals  make  to  the  quality 
of  life  in  the  city  through  urban  gardens.  The  Somerville  Arts  Council  and  the 
Somerville  Museum  collaborate  to  showcase  the  winning  gardens  in  an 
exhibition  of  photographs  by  local  artists  and  oral  histories  of  the  gardeners. 

Pepperell  Cultural  Council  Pepperell  Folk  Festival 

The  Town  of  Pepperell  holds  a  yearly  Fourth  of  July  celebration  and  Firemen's 
Muster.  But,  with  more  new  people  moving  in,  the  Pepperell  Cultural 
Council  received  a  request  from  the  community  for  a  townwide  festival 
that  would  bring  residents  together  and  highlight  local  cultural  opportuni- 
ties. The  1st  Annual  Pepperell  Folk  Festival  drew  more  than  1,000  youth 
and  senior  citizens  to  the  town  green  for  regional  folk  music  and  displays 
by  local  artisans  and  cultural  groups. 

Northern  Berkshire  Council  on  the  Arts  Dance  Commission 

Nine  local  councils  pool  their  money  and  talents  in  this  regional  council. 
Sandra  Burton,  a  choreographer  in  Williamstown,  received  a  grant  to 
develop  a  multimedia  theater  piece  based  on  music  and  text  created  by 
two  artists  from  other  towns  that  are  part  of  the  regional  council.  Local 
creative  and  performing  artists  were  also  paid  from  the  grant. 

Fall  River  Cultural  Council  PASS  Grant 

One  hundred  students  from  the  Brayton  Avenue  Elementary  School 
attended  a  performance  of  "Anne  of  Green  Gables"  at  the  Zeiterion 
Theatre  in  New  Bedford.

organizations 


Massachusetts  is  home  to  hundreds  of  outstanding  cultural  organizations, 
including  many  that  are  recognized  nationally  and  internationally.  In  1996, 
the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  awarded  more  than  $6.4  million  to 
437  not-for-profit  organizations  through  programs  such  as  Operating 
Support,  Education  Project  Support,  YouthReach  and  the  Science  Literacy 
Initiative.  Some  examples  of  1996  grants  are  listed  below. 

Raw  Art  Works,  Lynn  YouthReach  Initiative 

Raw  Art  Works  recruits  youths  ages  1  5  to  1  7 — a  critical  age  group — for  a 
program  that  has  received  national  recognition.  The  visual  arts  are  used  to 
encourage  self-expression  and  build  self-esteem  in  a  program  that  explores 
cultural,  racial  and  economic  boundaries. 

New  England  Aquarium,  Boston  Operating  Support  and 
Science  Literacy  Initiative 

The  Aquarium  is  a  major  New  England  attraction,  with  an  annual  atten- 
dance of  1.3  million.  A  wide  range  of  educational  programs  for  children 
and  teachers  is  provided:  149,000  schoolchildren  are  served  with  on-site 
programs;  30,000  of  these  are  admitted  free;  another  12,000  are  reached 
off-site  through  visits  to  schools;  and  another  10,000  are  served  through 
fairs  and  hospital  presentations.  Through  the  Science  Literacy  Initiative, 
the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  also  supported  the  development  of  a 
curriculum  on  the  bays  of  Massachusetts. 

Young  at  Heart  Chorus,  Northampton  Operating  Support 

Senior  citizens  from  communities  throughout  western  Massachusetts  make 
up  the  Chorus,  which  is  noted  for  its  innovative  programs,  diverse  audiences 
and  sellout  performances.  The  Chorus  has  performed  in  over  60  schools  in 
four  years,  and  has  produced  "Talkin'  'Bout  My  Generation"  with  students 
at  Amherst  Regional  High  School. 

Worcester  Art  Museum,  Worcester  Operating  Support  and 
Education  Project  Support 

This  museum,  the  second  largest  in  New  England,  offers  art  classes  for 
more  than  3,000  youths  and  adults  each  year,  and  collaborates  with  school 
systems  on  curricula  that  integrate  tours  and  workshops.  A  Diversity 
Committee  ensures  that  the  programs  and  services  of  the  museum  will 
reach  as  broad  an  audience  as  possible.

The  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council's  educational  programs  bring  schools 
together  with  artists  and  cultural  organizations  to  stimulate  children's 
imaginations,  build  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and  provide 
professional  development  opportunities  for  teachers.  The  Council  works 
with  the  Department  of  Education  on  ways  to  implement  the  statewide 
Education  Reform  Act,  which  for  the  first  time  includes  the  arts  as  part 
of  the  core  curriculum. 

In  1996,  $343,000  was  distributed  through  the  Event  &  Residency  pro- 
gram, which  places  artists  in  schools.  Another  $691,000  was  distributed 
in  Education  Project  grants  to  cultural  organizations.  And,  $623,000  was 
granted  to  schools  by  local  cultural  councils  under  the  "PASS"  program  for 
field  trips  to  cultural  organizations.  Three  examples  of  education  grants 
made  in  1996  are  highlighted  below. 

Brighton  High  School,  Boston  Event  &  Residency  Program 

The  musical  group  Areyto  presented  a  program  about  traditional  instruments 
and  music  from  Latin  America  to  promote  learning  and  understanding  of 
those  cultures.  In  pre-  and  post-performance  activities  and  assignments, 
teachers  encouraged  students  to  reflect  on  their  experience,  share  the 
music  of  their  own  cultures  and  compare  contemporary  American  music  to 
the  music  of  their  native  countries. 

Mosier  Elementary  School,  South  Hadley  Artist-Teacher 
Partnership  Through  the  Event  &  Residency  Program 

Teachers  of  600  students  worked  with  the  staff  from  Enchanted  Circle 
Children's  Theatre  for  five  weeks  to  explore  ways  of  integrating  theater 
into  non-arts  subjects.  Poetry  writing,  prop  making  and  drama  were 
used  to  teach  social  studies,  science  and  math. 

Margaret  Neary  Elementary  School  and  the  Woodward  Middle 
School,  Southborough  Extended  Event 

To  improve  disappointing  test  scores  in  creative  writing,  a  program  was 
developed  with  poet  Wendy  Mnookin.  Teachers  prepared  students  by 
reading  and  analyzing  a  variety  of  poetry  styles.  Then  students  worked 
with  Wendy  for  one  month  to  develop  their  ideas  and  create  poems, 
which  they  shared  during  classroom  readings  and  in  a  public  forum. 
Teachers  reported  that  students  showed  a  marked  improvement  in 
their  writing  skills. 


artists 

Each  year,  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  provides  fellowships  and 
other  grants  to  Massachusetts  artists  in  various  disciplines.  The  1996 
allocation  to  artist  programs  was  $532,000.  Below,  four  recipients  of 
1996  grants  describe  the  impact  of  the  awards  on  their  work. 

Elizabeth  Solomon,  Northampton  Visual  Artist  Fellowship, 
Works-on-Paper 

"This  Fellowship  has  given  me  the  most  precious  commodity — time.  I  have 
the  time  to  explore  and  experiment  with  my  work;  to  create  pieces  that 
I  wouldn't  otherwise  have  found  the  time  to  do.  The  Fellowship  means 
I  have  reached  a  certain  level  of  achievement  and  acknowledgment  as 
an  artist.  It's  a  really  good  feeling  knowing  I  have  support  from  the 
community  around  me,  and  I  think  that's  reflected  in  my  recent  work."

"Film  is  an  expensive  medium  to  work  in,  and  grants  are  hard  to  get.  The 
last  animated  film  I  made  took  10,000  drawings  for  the  final  10-minute 
piece.  I  worked  on  it  for  three  years.  This  award  gave  me  the  time  to  write 
a  feature-length  script." 

Laurie  McLeod,  Stockbridge  Artist  Grant,  Choreography 

"The  Artist  Grant  has  profoundly  affected  my  life.  I've  been  able  to  choreo- 
graph without  interruption  of  focus,  and,  as  a  result,  I  finished  a  piece 
that  had  been  incomplete  for  one  and  a  half  years.  Even  more  importantly, 
though,  is  the  vote  of  confidence,  spiritually  and  emotionally,  which  was 
timely  and  important  after  many  years  of  dedication  to  the  field.  My  career 
was  at  a  turning  point,  and  receiving  an  Artist  Grant  was  one  of  the  events 
that  has  blown  my  whole  life  open."

"Most  importantly,  the  grant  has  bought  me  creative  time — allowing  me 
to  reduce  the  load  of  adjunct  teaching  and  freelance  writing  that  too 
easily  eats  into  the  many  hours  needed  to  write  and  rewrite  (and  rewrite) 
fiction.  In  addition,  though,  the  grant  is  especially  welcome  and  mean- 
ingful as  a  vote  of  confidence,  a  heartening  validation  of  the  thousands 
of  hours  spent  wrestling  sentences  in  solitude." 


partnerships 


Partnerships  open  doors  to  financial  and  human  resources,  information 
and  networks  which  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  could  not  access 
or  create  alone.  Five  of  the  agency's  current  partnerships  are  listed  below. 

Massachusetts  Cultural  Facilities  Project  (MCFP)  A  partnership 
with  New  York's  not-for-profit  Cultural  Facilities  Fund  and  the  New  England 
Foundation  for  the  Arts.  The  MCFP  offers  advisory  services,  planning  grants 
and  low-interest  loans  to  promote  a  strategic  approach  to  the  development 
of  cultural  facilities.  The  MCFP  became  operational  in  1995,  with  start-up 
investments  of  $1.5  million  from  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  and 
$500,000  from  the  Cultural  Facilities  Fund. 

Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  Mini-Grants  A  partnership 
with  Very  Special  Arts  Massachusetts,  launched  in  1993.  The  ADA  Mini- 
Grants  program  supports  efforts  by  cultural  organizations  to  make  their 
programs  fully  accessible  to  people  with  disabilities — helping  them  go 
beyond  the  minimum  physical  accessibility  requirements  of  the  ADA.  The 
program  has  been  cited  as  a  model  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts,  and  is  being  replicated  in  several  other  areas  of  the  country. 

New  England  Foundation  for  the  Arts  (NEFA)  The  New  England 
Foundation  for  the  Arts  is  a  regional  grant-making  organization  that  raises 
money  from  national,  state  and  local  funders  in  support  of  cultural  programs 
in  the  six  New  England  states.  In  addition  to  the  Massachusetts  Cultural 
Facilities  partnership,  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  and  NEFA  jointly 
sponsor  several  grant  programs  for  individual  artists,  including  the  Visual 
Arts  Fellowships  and  the  Massachusetts  Touring  Program. 

Massachusetts  Foundation  for  the  Humanities  (MFH)  A  partner- 
ship with  the  Massachusetts  Foundation  for  the  Humanities  to  promote 
public  programs  in  the  humanities,  including  literature,  history  and  philos- 
ophy. With  major  funding  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities, 
MFH  provides  grants;  organizes  conferences,  lectures  and  discussion 
programs  for  the  public;  and  oversees  targeted  initiatives  such  as  the 
Media  Literacy  Initiative. 

"Goals  2000"  Arts  Education  Leadership  Grants  This  partnership 
with  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  Massachusetts  Alliance  for  Arts 
Education  provides  grants  to  school  districts  in  Pittsfield,  Weymouth, 
Somerville  and  Worcester  to  develop  new  models  to  assess  children's 
learning  in  the  arts.
